A correspondent writes from Apia 
that the battie-ground was in and around 
that city and that several weeks before the 
fighting commenced, Tamasese’s forces had 
built forts and formidable intrenchments 
which were manned by over 1000 men, 
September 12th Malietoa’s forces charged 
upon these works, and in less than twe 
hours Tamasese’s men had been driven ints 
the sea, where they took refuge upon the 
reefs and finally got away in boats. During 
the fight Capt. Bissett, an Englishman liv- 
ing at Matuata, near Apia, was shot and 
killed. He was not en 
at all, and the shooting is believed to have 


been accidental. The est fort was at 
Mat atile, one and a f miles from 
Apia. *This fort with others was success- 


fully carried by the Malietoa party, and the 
occupants driven into the sea, 

The correspondent states that Tamasese 
is now at Mulinun under protection of 
German soldiers. Before the attack was 
made the Malietoa party sent word to the 
foreign consul, asking if they desired to 
have neutral territory established for their 
safety. The British and United States 
consuls were agreeable to this arran 
ment, but it is understood that the

Taken to the Bedside of Her Sick 
Mother—A Lecture from ‘the Po- 
lice Captain and a Warning to 
Certain Young Men. 


The Thompson girls are determined to 
keep themselves before the public, 

It will be remembered by readers of Tur 
Times that quite a row was raised a few 
weeks ago when the aged mother of the two 
girls was placed in the Sisters’ Hospital, 

and they exerted themselves to get her out, 
They blamed their married brother, and 
said that he was the cause of all their 
trouble, but he came out with-clean hands, 
and has been taking care of his mother ever 
since, 

Early yesterday morning the yourgest 
girl, who goes by the name of June, was 
arrested by Officers Bowler and Bowland, 
and taken to the police station. 

She and her sister, who is only about 18 
years of age (June is 14), were found in a 
room drinking wine with acouple of young 
bloods, 
June reached lice station She was in 
such a condition that she used the foulest 
langu possible to the officers who ar- 
rested her. 

She was taken to the officers’ room and 
looked up, and her mother was notified of 
the arrest. 

When the officers reached the house they 
found the poor woman in a horrible condi- 

_ tion. She was almost dead, and when the 
officers told her about her daughter, they 
thought she would die right there and then. 
They were thoroughly frightened, and did 
all in their power fo bring her around, and 
finally succeeded. 

Then she begged them to bring her bab 
to her, and they returned to the station, au 
informed the Captain of the poor woman’s 
condition. 

The girl was brought into the private 
office. By this time she had sobered up to 
a certain extent, and the Captain gave her 
a lecture that may do her. some good, She 
was told that she would be allowed to go to 
her mother, but she was warned to keep out 
of bad company. The Captain also toid hér 
that if ever his officers had occasion to 
bring her in again he would send her to the 
reform school in San Francisco, or turn her 

over to ‘Mother’ Watson, who, by the 
way, is paid by the city to be at the poliee 
station and look after such cases, 

At 38 o’clock yesterday morning the offi- 
cers conducted the child to her mother. On 
taking her into the sick woman’s room a 
scene that would have brought tears to the 
eyes of the most hardened was witnessed. 

he girl did not seem to be at all put out. 
She informed her mother that it was her 
own fault, and was inclined to be impu- 
dent, but the officers checked her and she 
was sent to her room. 

Mrs. Thompson is a well-to-do widow, 
and has done all in her power to keep her 
daughters from going to the bad, but sick- 
ness has prevented the care and attention 
that should have been given them, and as 
near as can be learned at present, they are 
in a fair way towards joining the great 


army. 
The 18-year-old girl has some money of 
_her own, and she has taken rooms in a well- 
known lodging-hduse on Main street, where 
she has surrounded herself by two or three 
girls, and little June, who was put in long 
dresses only a few weeks ago, spends a 
great deal of ber time in this place. 

The young bloods who are assisting in 
leading this young girl astray should read 
the following section from the Penal Code: 

“Section 266. Every person who inveigles 
or entices any unmarried female, of previ- 
ous chaste character, under the age of 18 
years, into any house of ill-fame or of assig- 
nation, or elsewhere, for the purpose of 
prostitution; . . . and every person who 
aids or assists in such inveiglement or en- 
ticement; and every person who, by any 
false pretenses or false representation, or 
other fraudulent means, procures any 

@, . . . is punishable by imprison- 
ment in the State Prison not exceeding five 
years,orby imprisonment in the County Jail 
not exceeding one year, or by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1000, or by both suc: fine and im- 
prisonment.,” 

Now, there are lots of people of the 
above description in Los Angeles, and as 

reform is being worked.in the police de- 
ment, it might be well for the officers 
gather in a few of these cattle. Every 
officer in the city knows who they are and 
where to find them, and there is no excuse 
for them being at large.

He began by saying he had not come 
there to quarrel with his Republican friends, 
because the people at times chose first one 
and then the other of the parties te do its 
will. The Republican barty had written 
many a noble chapter on the history of the 
country. He was not enough of a bigot to 
abuse the Republicans. 

The issue before the country is notof 
“protection” or “free trade,” but of high 
taxes or low taxes. Both parties, four 
years ago, promised to reform the tariff, 
and the Democratic party was now trying 
to keep the promise. The speaker paid a 
deserved compliment to California’s cli- 
mate by saying that this State witn its 
clear skies could not raise such an idiot as 
the Republican that said, in the East, that 
all the taxes were paid jn the courthouses. 
Col. Irish claimed that’s tariff isa tax. He 
made the most of the proposition of *‘mak- 
ing a mau richer by taxing him,” and 
layed upon it ubtil even the most dall- 
witted of his listeners managed to help get 
up a laugh. 

Col. lrish said the President’s message 
thrilled the people of England in a way 
that no speech of any American President 
has ever done before.- ‘The toiling millions 
of Europe were thrilled in a manner 
they bad never been thrilled before, and 
Nhe gthanked God for it, He said that no- 
body ever pays a fax on a ae tobacco 
but a person who uses them. He thought 
he had paid his share of these taxes. The 
Prohibitionists present failed to cheer the 
gentleman, but the Democrats were vocif-. 
erous in their applause. The speaker got 
off the well-worn chestnut about everything 
that is used by the gee paying a tax. An 
endiess number of changes was rung oD 
this chestnut bell. 

Col. Irish held that the Democratic party 
is.in favor of free hides and tree wool, and 
that the Republicans are deluding the 
workers in hides and the raisers of sheep. 
He claimed that because wheat had been 
putup to $1 a bushel, it was because the 
market of the world is short, perfectly 
ignoring the Chicago wheat corner now 
being engineered by the big dealers. He 
also claimed that the market is governed by 
the law of supply and demand. And also 
that the American sheep does not grow the 
long, fine wool needed to make fine cloth, 
and that the American has to pay a tax on 
all imported wool worn by the people. 

Col. [rish said the nine farming States of 
the “Mediterranean” quarter of this coun- 
try—about the northern lakes—have $1,400,- 
000,000 of mortgages placed on them by 
excessive taxes, 

He wished that the Mills Bill would take 
all the taxes off raisins. [The applause was 
rather faint-hearted in response to this sen- 
timent.| . He tried to place upon the high 
tariff the blame for not keeping out Chinese 
competition, and announced that if protec- 
tion cheapened everything, all the people 
had to do was to raise wages by pratection 
and get things for nothing. 

Col. Irish wound up his remarks by read- 
ing from published recommendations of 
Secretary of State James G. Blaine and 
Gongressman Reed of Maine that protec- 
tion had not benefited the cotton-workers 
of New England as compared to those of 
the cotton district of England, At the con- 
clusion of Col. Irish’s address, which lasted 
two hours, he was given three cheers,

safe. 

At the deep end are two spring-boards, on 
which the swimmers wtectoe” if they sant 
to and dive gracefully into the water. There 
is also a chute from the gallery above 
down which they slide much as they would 
come down the side of a house, and go into

The advantage of a Presidential 
election every four years has very fre- 
quently been called in question from 
the fact that during the active cam- 
paign season the country usually ex- 
periences somewhat of business stag- 
nation, and that a feeling of unrest

“ The Chinese Still Come. 


It is high time that the’ Democratic 
President should show he really means | 
what be has said on the subject of Chi- 
nese exclusion and give us a bill that 
will exclude.

Formerly the Chinese who wished to | 
come here used to go through a thor- | 
ough drilling at Hong Kong, so as to | 
be able to answer questions which | 
would be put to them by the customs | 
officers, byt now that the habeas corpus | 
mill connected with the Federal courts | 
has been found so eonvenient, they are 
not so particular about their lessons, 
and prefer to learn them after they get 
here. .The latest dodge is very simple. 
The Chinaman is refused landing when 
he arrives here by the customs oijficials, 
but this is no more than he expects. 
The slave-dealer then sues out a writ 
of habeas corpus and the coolie is 
landed. If he could be examined 
at. once no harm would result, 
as he ,would certainly be sent 
back. to. China. This, however, 
cannot be done, as there are several 
thousand Chinamen ahead of bim wait- 
ing for similar examination. By the 
time his turn arrives—say about a year 
—he knows as much about the country 
as anybody, and can easily satisfy the 
courts that he has resided here before. 
One. of the arrivals from China last | 
week stated that he had lived several | 
years in Los Angeles, and was positive | 
it snowed here very heavily for several | 
months each year. In fact he had 
seen snow to the depth of five feet on | 
the ground here. He is out on habeas’ 
corpus, and will have a chance to learn 
more about Los Angeles by the time 
his case comes up for examination.

Representative Owen of Indiana, in 
a recent speech in the House on pen- 
sions, exposed the claims of Matson 
who, in his campaign for the Indiana 
Governorship, claimed that all legisla- 
tion of any benefit to the Union soldiers 
since 1865 has been given them by the 
Democratic Congress.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—[Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Al- 
thongh notice of actién has been entered in 
the Berlin Landgricht, the court of first- 
class, against the editor of the Deutsche 
Rundschau, the judicial authorities have 
not yet decided uvon what clause in the 
Penal Code to proceed, and the Minister of 
Justice is in a quandary as to whom to 
prosecute. The manager of the Deutsche 
Rundschau has eurrendered the name of 
Herr Geffeken of Hamburg as that of the 
person through whom he obtained the 
diary of Emperor Frederick. Geffeken 
has been a professor at Strasburg, and rep- 
resented the Hanse towns for several 
years in Berlin, where he became known to 
Frederick. Afterward he was Hanseatic 
resident in London, and became a frequent 
contributor to the English papers and 
magazines. In recent years he has lived 
privately in Hamburg. He is a Cortserva- 
tive, with Liberal leanings. He is no 
enemy of Bismarck, nor is he known to 
ever have possessed the special confidence 
of Frederick. The Governmeut suspects a 
high personage of using Geffeken as an in- 
Strument. If the trial threatens to reveal 
the original source Prince Bismarck may 
hesitate about the p-oceed:ngs. Neither 
Herr Rodenberg of the Duetsche Runas- 
chau hor Herr Geffeken is likely to submit 
totwo years’ penal servitude for the be- 
trayal of state secrets without protesting 
against being punished fcr the mere exer- 
cise of their functions as journalists acting 
without bias against state or government. 
Prince Bismarck is known to suspect the 
English court as the source of the publica- 


The Chan- 
cellor’s outspoken declarations have not 
tended toward allaying the party strife over 
the diary.

~—The General's Popularity. 

Old Judge Tharmen “e a Few Words to a Small 
Gathering of Admirers—Watterson Repeats 
His New York Spreen at De- 
troit, Ee, Ete. 


New York, Sept. 29.—(By the Assoti- 
ated Press.] About 100,009 people assem- 
bled at the Polo grounds tonight to hear 
speeches by J. G. Blaine‘and othefYdis 
tinguished speakers. The crowd from the 
very outset inaugurated a set of cheers that 
outiasted the meeting itself. The decora- 
tions of-the grand stand and other platforms 
were on a scale of profusion, Streamers 
were stretched across the roof of Grand 
street. The escutcheons of. the various 
States were placed at intervening points 
along posts, and in the midst of these were 
huge® portraits of: Harrison and Morton. 
The main platforms from which the speak- 
ers addressed the meeting faced Grand 
street, and on this sat the invited guests of 
the evening. Half a dezen bands played 
national airs ducing the evening. Stereop- 
ticou views were aiso exhibited bearing on 
free trade and _ protection. President 
Humphrey of the Harlem Republicen Club 
welcomed the people from the main siand, 
while others were performing the same 
office and introducing the speakers at 
other stands about the grounds. He in- 
troduced J. B, Foraker, who addressed the 
people. Before he had finished there were 
cries of “Blaine! here comes Blaine!” and 
that gentleman appeared on the platform. 
A scene of indescribable enthusiasm fol- 
lowed. Cannons were fired, rockets burst 
| in the air, the band struck up “Hail to, the 
Chief,” and deafening cheers rent the aur. 
The chairman then introduced Blaine. 

He began his address by commending 
Gen. Harrison’s “remarkable ability in con- 
densing the whole argument within the 
dimension of a proverb.” The same had 
been true of Frankiin and of Lincoln. 
Gen. Harrison’s reference to dogmatic free- 
traders as “‘students of maxims and not of 
markets,”’ had exposed in a sentence the 
fallacy of their economic creed. Blaine 
then went into history, and—his—s 
dealt entireiy with the reeord of high tariff 
and low tariff and the relative effects of 
each upon the country—the various tariff 
measures from the first, in 1789, down to 
the issues of 1844 between Ciay and Polk, 
after which the free-trader, Robert J. 
Walker of Mississippi, became Secretary of 
the Treasury, and under whom the protect- 
ive tariff of 1846 went down and the free- 
trade tariff of 1844 was placed on the statute 
books.. Jefferson’s messages to Congress in 
which he discussed the. several methods of’ 
disposing of the surplus were cited in com- 
parison with the utterances of Cleveland on 
the same subject, and at each juncture of 
national history where tariff issues were 
involved, Blaine instituted comparisons be- 
tween the Democrats of then and now, and 
held up the disastrous results Of 1827 as a 
warning that the tariff should not then have 
been lowered, as it was, nor should it now 
be. Biaine’s address was designed to pre- 
sent historical tariff situations analogous to 
the present, and in each case his deduc- 
tions were strongly in favor of the election 
of Harrison and the defeat of Democratic 
endeavors.

Three Uniformed Delegations Visit 
the Next President. 4 
INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 29.—[By the Asso- | 
ciated Press.} The first o? the several vis- 
iting delegations to arrive today came from 
Cleveland, O., between 609°and 700 strong. 
Although small in number, it was the best 
uniformed and one of the finest looking 
delegations of the hundreds that have vis-. 
ited Gen. Harrison. In it were 200 vete‘ans, 
commanded by Gen. James G. Barnett. ' 
They, were known as the ‘Harrison Boys 
in Blue,” and wore the historical cape coats 
of 1861. ‘The Central German Club, 200 in 
number, the John A. Logan Club, the Har- 
-rison and Morton Club and the Fremont 
Guards completed the handsome delega-, 
tion. The Fremont Guards wore striking 
blue continental uniforms, Each carried a 
log-cabin torch, ‘being a miniature house 
constructed of colored glass. The Harrison 
and Morton Club carried large battle axes 
with ““H’’ inscribed on the blade. Among 
the prominent gentlemen accompanying the 
delegation was Hon. Amos Townsend ard 
Gen, Ed Myers. ~ At noon a delegation of 
200 students from the State Norma! School 
at Normal, Ill, arrived. There were 70 
young ladies in the delegation wearing 
jaunty felt hats of all colors, and on one 
shoulder rosettes of red, white and blue 


badge, 

The delegations arrived at noon and_ 
marched to University Park. Gen. Harri- 
son’s appearance was greeted by a storm of 
cheers. Gen. Harrison addressed the vis- 
itors at some length. The delegation from 
Chicago did not arrive until 4 o’clock. The 
numbered about 1090 voters. The organi- 
zations represented were the First Veter- 
ans’ Club of 1840, 50 members; John A. 
Login Clud, Twelfth Ward Republican 
Club, Italian Republican Club and the Sec- 
ond Regiment Band of 40 pieces. They 
were, met at the depot by the veterans of 
the Harrison and Morton Regiment of ILn- 
dianapolis and 200 uniformed members of 
the Columbia Club, with half a dozen drum 
corps and bands. Of all the numerous 
delegations that have visited the city, per- 
haps none were honored with larger or 
more enthusiastic escorts. The streets 
along the route were lined with entiusi- 
astic spectators. At University Park a 
large crowd, including many of the Cleve- 
land visitors, awai them.

POSTOFFICE IN ITS SUB- 
URBAN RetReatT 


THE 


Description of the New Office -on 
Street, Between Sixth and 
Beventh—Commodious and Well- 
fitted tor Bisiness—But Hard on 
Pedestrians. 


The ‘postoffice was moved last evening 
from the quarters which it has occupied on 
North Main street for the last year anda 
balf, down to where it will probably be lo- 

~ cated for five years to come, The work was 
done s0 expeditiously and systematically 
that the public were put to the least possi- 
bie inconvenience. 

The postoffice is now ] on the east 
side of Fort street, between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets. The building is owned by

It seems pleasant to find that the t- 
pfiice, so long cramped and stinted, is at 
last allowed more roomy quarters, and a 
force of clerks sufficient to accommodate 
the needs of the public. If they wiil 
omly keep fresh pens and ink at 
the public writing-tables, little will remain 
to ve desired. The public, after their pieas- 
ant walk to get their mail, will get it 
promptly, with évery convenience and 
courtesy, at the bes: pustoffics west of the 
Rocky Mountains.

I have even thought of the 
desperate expedient of arming myself 
as an agent with some one of the many 
inventions ‘‘needed in every house- 
hold,” as a pretext for getting a peep 
into what I am sure, from the outside, 
are the many charming homes here.

n parlor furniture, do people gener- 
ally use upholstered furniture, as in a 
colder climate, or is it daintier and in 
better taste to study cool effects in wil- 
low, etc., as we would do if furnishing 
a cottage for summer residence only 
“back East’’? 

And what can I get for portieres 
that will be serviceable and pretty and 
not too expensive for a moderate purse? 
I see on sale largely the chenille hang 
ings which, even under our lowering 
New York oN: I found faded ver 
badly, and which I should think, wit 
this perpetual sunshine in rooms with- 
out blinds (as most of the houses are 
here), would be the poorest of economy 
to buy.

tured of California; but I forbear to 
trouble you with more lest I discour- 
age your perhaps half-formed impulse 
to be troubled to reply to this through 
your columns, GRACE. 
And now, in response to your quer- 
ies. No, people here do not ‘religiously 
cover all of their floors,” for they have 
bate wise with their generation, and 
earned in this climate to like cool and 
leasant effects, and realize that a 
ust-laden carpet does not minister to 
health. 
If your new cottage home were mine, 
I will give you a few hints as to how I 
would furnish it, | 
For tne parlor, I would obtain 
through the agent here a hardwood 
border of pretty and artistic design, 
which is manufactured in different 
widths and sold by the yard, the same 
as any carpeting. Within that border 
I would place a large square rug or 
carpet of colors and design that would 
harmonize with the border. {[n this 
way you will save the edges of your 
carpet or rug from being eaten by the 
moths, and find it not difficult to keep 
itclean. Form I would have 
some upholste urniture, but avoid 
that of a heavy, tufted character. 
Handsome, decorated wicker chairs 
are elegant furnishing. - There is in 
the window of a furnishing house on 
Spring street, this city, a handsome 
display in this line. Soften the lights 
of your room by draping China silk 
over your lace curtains, letting the

of the room. 

For your floors of Oregon pine a hard 
finish can be bought already 
uf almost any tint you may desire, at 
any lars painting ‘establishment. 
This finish is fax preterable to an oiled 
and waxed floof, in that the dust does 
vot adhere to it, and itis durablg and 
easily kept clean, beside being elegant 
in appearance. Very trueis the say- 
ing, **A flocr oiled is a floor spoiled.”’

floor with Japanese wolf and Smyrna 
rugs. Between the hall and parlor 
may be used the pretty Japanese bam- 
boo portieres, which are charming for 
this climate, and artistic in effect.
